NAME OF WM. T. ROGERS 


Bridegroom Finally Admits His 
Identity but Refuses to Talk

CHICAGO, June 22.—Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. and his bride registered at the 
Congress’ Hotel here today as ‘“‘Wm 
Throop Rogers and wife, Philadelphia,” 
but the newly-wedded husband even- 
tually admitted his identity. 

A tall Iowan who came on the train 
with them was responsible for the dis- 
covery of the identity of the pair. 

‘Know that couple?’’ he remarked to 
the clerk as Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt Jr. 
were moving away. 

“Sure; Wm. Throop Rogers and wife, 
Philadelphia, suite B-13.”’ 

“William Throop, your grandmother; 
that’s T. R. Jr. and. better half. I 
came on the same train with 'em and 
she didn’t call him Bill—she called him 
Theodore.”’ 

Reporters could not at first obtain an 
answer from B-13, but after repeated 
rapping a young face, lit up by a prod- 
igous grin, projected itself through the 
slightly opened door.

What the Governor Said. 

The former Governor's statement 

follows: 

In the course of private conver- 
sation at the dinner of the Young 
Men's Democratic Club at Atlanta, 
I said that President Taft has been 
handicapped by his Cabinet. There 
are too many representatives of 
the interests in it and too few 
representatives of the people. 

With the possible exception of 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
all of them have been affiliated 
with special] interests and it is fair 
to assume that these interests had 
something to do with their ap- 
pointment. 

They are all, no doubt, excellent 
men personally, but thelr sur- 
roundings have not been such as 
to have them look on public ques- 
tions from the people's side. 

Identified With Corporations. 

Secretary Ballinger was connected 
with the Guggenheim interests: Sec- 
retary Dickinson was MHarriman’s 
chief attorney of the Illinois Central 
Railroad; Secretary Knox has been 
sentifed with the stee: interests; 
Attorney - General Wickersham's 
practice in New York was in the 
main from the Sugar. Trust and 
other interests; Secretary Nagel was 
attorney for the Oil Trust.

BRYAN MAN HOOTED 





Tried to Urge Convention to 
Make Senatorial Indorse- 
ment—Forced Off Stage. 





BLOW AT JOHNSON 





Convention Also Nominates 
Atlee Pomerane for Lieu-’ 
tenant - Governor— 
Adopts Platform.

CONVENTION HALL, DAYTON, O., 
June 22.—Judson Harmon was renomi- 
Ynated by acclamation for Governor of 
Ohio and endorsed for the presidency of 
the United States by the Democratic 
State convention meeting here today. 

Almost immediately afterward the 
convention voted to reject the proposal 
to endorse a candidate for United 
States Senator as proposed some weeks 
ago by William J. Bryan. 

So heated became the controversy 
over the sensatorial matter that Newton 
D. Baker of Cleveland, leader of the 
fight in favor of*endorsing a candidate 
for senator, was hooted off the stage. 
Baker flung defiance to the convention, 
but his words were inaudible, 

The platform adopted was practically 
as forecast last night, except that an 
additional plank was added at the elev- 
enth hour denouncing Secretary of the 
Interior Ballinger for ‘dismissing from 
the public service tried and true offi- 
cers whose only aim was the preserva- 
tion to the people of their resources.” 

Atlee Pomerene was nominated for 
Lieutenant-Governor. 
The folldéwthe,- 
mittee on Resolutions, was adopted by 
the convention indorsing Gov. Harmon 
for the presidency in 1912: 

‘‘We invite the attention of the na- 
tion to Judson Harmon and the work 
he is doing for Ohio. Two years hence 
it will have been completed, then we 
can spare him for larger duties. He be- 
lieves. that guilt is personal—is acting 
on that belief at home, and would act 
upon it in larger fields. 

“A high sense of duty provides his 
only motives for official actions and his 
sense of justice alone compels judg- 
ment. Firmness and. strength mark 
him the man to supplant vacillation and 
weakness. The nation needs a real 
man and the Ohio Democracy here pre- 
sents and indorses for the presidency 
in 1912 Judson Harmon,” 

A brief ripple was all that was left of 
the fight for an indorsement of a can- 
didate for the United States Senate, 
showing the control of the Harmon ele- 
ment, and the weakness of the Bryan 
faction. 

The Resolutions Committee last night 
by a vote of 19 to 2, refused to adopt an 
indorsement plank, the point which had 
been made an issue between WTIliam J. 
Bryan and Gov. Harmon. 

Newton D. Baker, representing Tom 
L. Johnson and supported by the Cleve- 
land delegatjon, led the fight for the 
Bryan tdea of convention endorsement,

As was related in Tuesday’s Post-Dis-+ 
patch, the altercation was caused by a 
prayer offered by the Rev. Mr. Mayhe)), 
by which Coley thought he was as- 
sailed with a petition to Heaven that 
the church might be delivered of his 
presence. The row was described in de- 
tail to a Post-Dispatch reporter by John 
G. Anderson, 2608 Roseland terrace, an 
active member of the congregation. 

“At our weekly prayer meeting,’ said 
Anderson, ‘‘the topic for discussion was 
‘Gain Strength From Temptation.’ About 
thirty persons were present, including 
several young girls. One of the mem- 
bers, a Mr. Rodgers, suggested that Mr. 
Mayhall should speak on the subject 
of the evening. 

Repeats Girl's Story. 

“As he talked, a feeling of unrest 
spread among the members, the girls 
blushed and the women stirred in their 
seats. He digressed from the topic 
and related a story calling a spade ua 
spade, which most of those present felt 
to be rather strong. 

“He said that during his assistant 
pastorate of the Second Christian 
Church in St. Louis he went to min- 
ister to a dying girl in a disorderly 
house. He was accompanied, ihe 
said, by a woman member of his 
congregation. 

“He said that the girl told him the 
story of her life and declared that 
her fall was due to a churchman and 
Sunday school teacher, whom she 
named.” 

Anderson declared that most of those 
present were shocked by the story, both 
because of its matter and the frank 
manner of its telling. At the end, May- 
hall offered a short prayer, which, ac- 
cording to Anderson, began as follows: 

“Oh, Lord, help the official. board of 
this church to deliver us from the black- 
hearted demon now in our midst’’—— 

At these words, says Anderson, the 
members, in astonishment, lifted their 
heads and looked about uneasily at one 
another, wondering at whom the speak- 
er's epithets were aimed. 

“Who has( flagrantly insulted 
dearer than life to me,” 
the supplicant, his eyes upraised to 
the ceiling, “and who now seeks to 
celebrate the second anniversary of 
his advent in this church. Amen.” 

Wife Takes Husband's Patt 

Scarcely had Mayhall uttereg the 
“Amen,” according to Anderson, when 
Mrs. Coley sprang to her feet and 
demanded of Mayhall: 

“Do you mean my husband?’ 

“I do,’ was the reply. 

“What you mean me?’ shouted 
Coley, rushing toward Mayhall. 

“I do,” answered he. 

“Then you're a Mar!” 
loudly. 

“At that,” says Anderson. ‘“Mayhal!l 
struck Coley in the face, and the lat- 
ter, retreating, said: 

‘I won't strike him back in the 
house ef God.” 

The Rev. Thomas A. Minyard, pas- 
tor of the church, seizea Mayhall’s 
arm, while Anderson § seized him 
about the neck. At the beginning of 
the row many of the women ran from 
the church screaming. Coley and his 
wife were escorted to their home by 
some of the members, while others 
accompanied the Rev. mr. Mayhall. 

“It is understood that Mayhall fuels 
hostile to Coley on account of the rival- 
ry between their Sunday - school

TRUL DEMANDED 


Committee of Three Declare 
ating Accused Preacher; 





The Rev. Frederic MH. Knight of Ed- 
wardsville, district superintendent of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, has been 
summoned to Donnelison, Ill., to un- 
tangle a skein of gossip which has in- 
volved the Rev. William T. Dunn, a 
grandfather, and his young ward, Mrs. 
Ida Kinslow Girard. 

The Rev. Mr. Dunn was placed on 
trial Tuesday before his congregation, 
and three mén, Oné of them a member 
of the chufch, testified to allegations 
concerning his conduct which they said 
had been told to them by Mrs. Girard. 

The members were unable to reach a 
decision because Mrs. Girard, placed on 
the stand, repudiated the story which 
the other witnesses declared she had 
told. Her denial was corroborated by 
the Rev. Mr. Dunn. 


Declares It Is Spitework. 

The witnesses who appeared against 
the preacher were Dr. William A. Al- 
len, Herbert Kessinger, an attorney, 
and Clyde Jett, a merchant and a mem- 
ber of Dunn’s congregation. 

“It wasn’t a trial,” said Dunn to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter over the long- 
distance telephone Wednesday. “It was 
an investigation. As to the charge, there 
was nothing to it. 

‘Mrs. Girard was an orphan and 
made her home at my house for 10 
years. I took her in out of philanthro- 
py and made her my housekeeper. 

“Last fall she married and went 
to’ live on a farm near Donnellson. 
Her husband left her and now she’s 
suing him for wife abandonment. She 
came back and asked me to let her 
live at my home again, but I wouldn't 
let her in. I guess that’s the reason 
she told those false stories to Jett, 
Allen and Kessinger, if she told 
them. 

“T have no doubt that she ala, be- 
cause Jett is a member of my church 
and I have the greatest confidence in 
his word.” 

Has Sevea Children. 

The minister is Irving with his second 
wife and has seven children and two 
grandchildren. His children range from 
three years old to two grown daughters, 
who are married. He is 4 years old, 
and has been pastor of the Methodist 
Church at Donnelison five years. 

According to one of his parishioners, 
he is a preacher of the old style, and 
has denounced, in tones which could be 
heard a block, undue friendliness be- 
tween men and women. The social evi! 
has been his favorite pulpit topic, mem- 
bers of his congregation say. 

Dr. Allen, speaking to the Post-Dis- 
patch over the long-distance telephone 
Tuesday, said: 

“Mrs. Girard came to me several days 
ago and told a shocking story of her 
life during the 10 years she lived at 
Rev. Mr. Dunn's home. She repeated 
the story to Kessinger and Jett. 

“we decided it was a matter for the 
congregation to take up and Jeft called 
a church trial. The woman's repudia- 
tion of what she had told us made it 
necessary tO summon District Super- 
intendent Knight to clear up the con- 
fusion.” 

Donnelison is in Montgomery County. 
50 miles from St. Louis, and has a popu- 
lation of about 500.

SEVENHURTAS. 
2 TRAINS CRASH 
NEAR KIRKWOOD 





[Caboose With Cattlemen in 


It Rolls Down a Fifty- 
FootEmbankment. 





Seven meén, imprisoned In a freight 
caboose, were tossed about like peas 
in a rattle as the car rolled down a &- 
foot embankment at Barretts, three 
miles west of Kirkwood, at 7:30 a. m. 
Wednesday, follewing a rear-end col- 
Missouri Pacific 
freight trains. All were suffering severe 
injuries when, after the caboose had 


been shattered almost to splinters «et 
the foot of the embankment, they were 
taken from the ruins. That none of 
them was killed seemed marvelous to 
their rescuers. 

Both trains carried heavy loads of live- 
stock bound for the East St. Louis 
stockyards. The collision occurred just 
after the engine of the second train had 
emerged from a tunnel, through which 
the first train had preceded if, and 
while the smoke of ,the first train was 
still in the engineer’s eyes. 

Of the seven injured men, six were 
stockmen, who were accompanying 
their cattle to market. The other was 
the brakeman of the first train. The 
injured men, who were taken to Dr. 
Pitnam’s office in Kirkwood, were: 

T. J. Jacobs, Osage City, Mo., crushed 
and bruised. 

Thomas Sellers, same address, similar 
injuries. 

J. Holtpen, Cole Camp, Mo., crushed, 
back of head gashed. 

Louls Wahl, Dover, 
body. 

John Wahl, same address, head badly 
cut. 

Oswald W. Nahmken, Concordia, Mo., 
cut all over head and face. 

John Krite, brakeman, St. Louis, head 
cut, right arm crushed. 

Two tunnels are less than a quarter of 
a mile apart at the scene of the wreck. 
The first train had just passed through 
the western tunnel, and was heading 
for the eastern tunnel, when the engine 
of the second train crashed into its ca- 
boose. 

The caboose was lifted from the track 
and hurled down the embankment. turn- 
ing over in thé descent. With it four 
flat cars were derailed. In front of 
theae flat cars were the livestock cars, 
and the weight of the cattle kept these 
on the track. 

The front wheels of the second engine 
were also derailed, but no other part of 
the train left the track. The engineer 
and fireman were unhurt.

Inventor Guides “Deutschland” in Air Journey — 
Which Consumes Nine Hours—Aver- 
age Speed 33 Miles an Hour, 
Maximum 43 1-2 Miles.

DUSSELDORF, Germany, June 22.—The fitst regular airship — 
passenger service was inaugurated today when Count Zeppelin’s ” 
great craft, the Deutschland, carrying 20 passehgers, successfully — 
made the first scheduled trip from Friedrichshafen to this city, a 
distance of 300 miles in mine hours. 

The weather. was perfect and the motors worked faultlessly. 
The average time maintained for the complete course was ‘approx- 
imately 33 miles an hour, but between Friedrichshafen and Stutt- 
gart the 124 miles was covered at an average rate of 41 miles an 


hour. 
Count Zeppelin was at the helm 
when the Deutschland left Fried- 


 richshafen. at 3 o'clock this morning, 


and sailed away on the trip that was 


to mark an epoch in aviation. The 
passengers were some of the directors 
of the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Co. and the German Airship Stock 
Co., joint ownerg of the dirigible, and 
guests. 

They occupied the mahogany-walled 
and carpeted cabin, situated between the 
gondolos, and from the windows) they 
viewed the scenery as the aerial craft 
swept along. Count Zeppelin steered 
for the greater part of the distance. 

The route was via Stuttgart, Mann- 
hetm and Cologne to Dusseldorf. It had 
been carefully marked out in advance 
for the guidance of the pilot, and was 
followed exactly. There was no air 
stirring, and the Deutschland made her 
way unhampered through a flood of 
bright sunshine.

BROWNE BITTERLY | 
RRAICNED AS HIS 
WYERS QUARREL 


Defendant on Lorimer Bribe 
Charges Scored in State’s 
Attorney’s Address. 








CASE IS NEAR TO END 





White, Star Accuser, Pic- 
tured as Innocent Youth, 
Who Was Led Astray.

CHICAGO, June 22.—While the trial of 


Representative Lee O'Neil Browne, 
charged with bribery in connection: with 
the election of William Lorimer to the 
United States semate is closing today, 


Browne's lawyers are fighting bitterly 
among themselves. It was similar dis- 
sensions which caused the sudden ¢clos- 
ing of the defense yesterday, with 15 
witnesses unexamined. 

The attorneys could not agree on the 
best mode of proceedure. Attorney P. H. 
O'Donnell withdrew with great !ndigna- 
tion. He wanted to prove that Browne 
was a victim of a political plot and con- 
sidered of vital importance testimony 
of Senator Lorimer and Gov. Deneen. 
Ww. S. Forest. In charge of the case, 
objected to this line of defense and 
closed the testimony for Browne. 

State’s Attorney Wayman soon after- 
ward plunged into a savage arraign- 
ment of Representative Browne and ac- 
cused two of his «witnesses with outright 
rerjury. 

He told the jury ‘that it had the pow- 
er to put a checkrein on.the morals of the 
Legislature of Illinois, and, indeed, on 
the Legislatures of ali the States for a 
thousand years to come. In leading the 
jury along “the trail of the man who 
paid the money,” Wayman pictured 
Charles A. White as an innocent youth. 

He said White had fdllen into hands 
of an older man, a trained legislator, 
who had corrupted ‘“‘the boy,” bribing 
him to elect a man to the; highest legis- 
lative body in the United States. 

State’s Attorney Is Bitter. 

State’s Attorney Wayman, in his ad- 
dress, said in part: 

“You gentlemen may live to see cor- 
ruption grow deeper than has'been mani- 
fested in this case, but when corruption 
is deeper than is clearly shown in this 
case, Illinois will have ceased to be a 
State of the United States. Your verdict, 
in this case will straighten out the Leg- 
jielature for Illinois for a thousand years. 
Your verdict will not only straighten out 
the Legislature of the State, but will 
affect the Legislature in every state in 
the Union. 

“Murderers can go unpunished; ar- 
__ceny is often excused by the law, and a 
man may go out in the night and rob 
to feed a starving family; but there is 
no justification for bribery. It can not 
go unpunished. 

“The fact that more than fifty Demo- 
crats voted for Senator Lorimer, a Re- 
publican, shows in itself there was brib- 
ery. Representative White was. thus 
bribed to elect a member to the only 
body in our Federal Government that 
can declare war or effect peace for the 
millions.of our population. 

“It was a gigantic movement (for 
Browne, the minority leader, when he 
tried to elect Lorimer; if he had failed, 
what amends could he have made to his 
constituents?. As long as he succeeded, 
the Democrats could go back to their 
constituents and make some sort of 
apology, because he hpd succeeded. 

“And now to come to the place, where 
is the venue of this crime? White and 
the defendant meet in the Briggs House 
in Chicago. White goes to the room of 
Browne the day after they arrive. 
Browne is partly dressed and hasn't his 
coat on. 

“ ‘Hello, Charley; I've been waiting 
for you,’ Browne says. 

Tell« of Money Payment, 

“Browne then laid 17 $50 bills on the 
table and White picked them up. He 
put them in an envelope and put that 
in his pocket. 

“Brown says, “You will need a safety 
. pin to hold the envelope secure,’ and he 
gave White a pin. 

“Browne had on a blue belt, bulging 
with money, and White cautioned him 
about such a careless display. Browne 
touched a revolver and said he was not 
afraid. Browne told White then that 
he was going to the Southern Hotel, St. 
Louis, to pay Lorimer money to other 
legislators. 

“A flood gate of imprecations will be 
opened on White by the attorneys for 
the defense in their arguments. But 
you can’t make any different color out 
of White and Browne.

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DELEGATES PADS 
COMPTON AVENUE 
BRIDGE MEASURE 


Railroads Ordered to Abolish 
Grade Crossing by Build- 
ing Viaduct. 








By an overwhelming vote the House 
of Delegates has sent to engrossment 
the bill compelling the Missouri Pacific, 
Wabash and Frisco railroads and the 
Terminal Railroad Association to bridge 
their tracks at Compton avenue ‘Only 
Delegate Igoe, who as a member of the 
Railroads Committee returned a minor- 
ity report against the billh opposed its 
further consideration by the House. 

In its present form the bill imposes on 
the city the damages to abutting’ prop- 
erty. That amount will be but $2000, 
but the railroads refused to assume 
even that, explaining that they aed 
want to establish a precedent which 
might prove more costly in other in- 
stances. 

Two Grounds for Objections. 

Delegate Igoe based his opposition on 
two grounds, First, he said, the rail- 
roads and not the city should pay for 
whatever injury was done to property 
along Compton avenue. His second rea- 


son was that the bill failed to describe 


the viaduct as a public highway. 

Associate City Counselor Ben H. 
Charles, to whom that point was re- 
ferred, declared that the language of 
the ordinance makes the intent to es- 
tablish the bridge as a public thorough- 
fare plain and unmistakable. 


Will Do Work at Once. 
The railroads have agreed to all the 


provisions of the bill and have expressed 
the intention of completing the viaduct 
within the next 18 months. The bridge 
will cost $368,000, excluding damages to 
property, and $48,000 for acquiring a 
strip of ground at Chouteau and Comp- 
ton avenues. The latter expense will 
be met by the city. 

This will be the first ordinance passed 
by the present Assembly to abolish 
grade crossings, and the second for 
many years. The latest attempt to 
eliminate dangerous grade crossings was 
that in connection with the depression 
of the tracks at Tower Grove avenue.

Wagner asked the members of the 
club to vote for Judges Kinsey, Homer, 
Fisher and Leo 8. Rassieur and Wilson 
A. Taylor for judges of the Circuit 
Court, and Calvin N. Miller. and Alfred 
P. Hebard for judges of the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

It is expected that friends of Judge 
Withrow, Charles Fensky, John A. Gil- 
liam, Benjamin Klene, candidates for 
circuit judge, and Charles W. Rutledge, 
Victor H. Falkenhainer and Nathan 
Steiner, candidates for judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, will com- 
bine to make the fight on Wagner. 

The insurgents probably will have the 
support of Jeptha D. Howe, the former 
Republican boss. The auxiliary former- 
ly was known as ‘‘Jep’s Band of Hope.”’ 

Charles W. Rutledge has been an 
active member of the auxiliary since 
its organization.

(COMMITTEE PLANS 


TO DEMAND MORE 
BETTER CARS 


Council Investigators Ready 
| to Report Result of 
Long Inquiry. 


Legislation to require the United Rail- 
ways Co. to put on enough cars to give 
the people proper ‘accommodations prob- 
ably will be recommended by the spe- 
cial investigating committee of the City 


Council, which meets at the city hall 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The committee, of which Councilman 
Schneiderhahn is chairman, has spent 
many months in an exhaustive inquiry 
into and investigation of street rail- 
way conditions in St. Louis. It has 
arrived at the conclusion that the 
United Railways Co. must give the peo- 
ple better service. It must not only 
put on more cars, but it must also 
make radical changes in its transfer 
system. 

The committee probably will sound 
the death knell of the open summer 
car and its dangerous running board. 
The company is said to be willing to 
discard this style of car, now in use 
on the Creve Coeur line. 

The report will show that the United 
Railways Co. is not increasing the num- 
ber of cars in service from year to year 
to meet the requirements of increasing 
population. In fact, the tax returns of 
the company shows that it is decreas- 
ing the number of cars every year. 

The committee probably will insist 
that the company be required to put 
on enough cars to carry all the people 
at all hours of the day without crowd- 
ing. It is hardly probable that the 
committee will recommend that seats 
be provided for all passengers, but the 
legislation to be suggested will provide 
that cars shall not be made to carry 
many passengers in excess of their seat- 
ing capacity. 

The Public’ Service Commission has 
furnished the Council Committee with 
some information regarding the street 
railway situation. The commission is 
now making an appraisement of all of 
the United Railways properties.

A delegation from 
the club met me when I came from 
the Spanish-American War, another 
delewation attended my inauguration 
as Governor of this State and gave 
me an inkstand which I have -used 
ever since. 

“TIT cannot accept more than one of 
a hundred of the invitations which I 
receive to make speeches. The Ham- 
ilton Club's invitation is the one of 
a hundred. I cannot tell you definite- 
ly when I shall make my speech to 
you. I think, however, that it will 
be the 10th of September, when I come 
back from my trip to Kansas City 
and Cheyenne.

TH@ experiences of a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
making purchases from some St. Louis grocers and 
butchers were those of every housewife. It is in 
partial explanation of the high cost of living that 
petty cheating is frequent among retailers of 
foods. The cheating is often willful and deliber- 
ate, and sometimes it is mere compliance with 
a custom. 

The dealer who manipulates his scales or sub- 
stitutes false weights or measures is a criminal 
who gets money under false pretenses. The one 
who sells pasteboard cartons at butter prices or 
wooden dishes at lard prices subscribes to a sys- 
tem designed to place the buyer at a disad- 
vantage. 

St. Louis undertakes, in the exercise of its po- 
lice power, to see that dealers of all kinds use 
proper weights and measures. The inspection 
and testing of scales, however, seems to be a per- 
functory operation incidental to the drawing of 
salaries. There is work to be done in this re- 
spect—work for the Municipal Assembly and the 
State Legislature. Under present methods the 
people are cheated out of vast sums in the course 
of a year through the use of false weights and 
measures and the dishonest manipulation of 
others. ; 

If the city is to do this work, it should do it 
thoroughly. What does it profit to inspect scales 
if there are no penalties for manipulating them 
and no prosecutions for the cheating? Why in- 
spect measures if other measures are substituted 
when the inspector has gone? Every housekeeper 
should be provided with accurate scales, check 
tte weight of all purchases and report serious 
eases to the City Attorney. A few generous fines 
would have a wholesome effect. 

But there can be no satisfactory settlement un- 
til.the whole system of inspection has been read- 
justed to fit the urgent requirements. Do quart 
milk bottles hold a quart? In Chicago they did 
not, The law should define the number of cubic 
inches in baskets of quart and pint dimensions 
and prohibit and penalize the use of others. The 
whole law needs revising and modernizing. 

Other states have adequate laws and enforce 
them. Other cities have competent and active 
inspectors. Why should the people of Missouri 
and St. Louis submit to a system of graft which 
could be easily abolished?

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SUPPOSE WOMEN HAD VOTES. 

A new argument for woman suffrage is ad- 
vanced in a letter to the Post-Dispatch. “Isn’t 
it time women voted,’ asks the writer, “when 
Congress, state legislatures and municipal assem- 
blies are infested with thieves. who are selling 
the people’s rights to the highest bidder and 
spending millions of the people’s money investi- 
gating each other’s crookedness?’ 

Taken collectively, that seems an extravagant 
statement. But it has much truth in it. Con- 
gressional committees have investigated Ballinger 
and the subsidy lobby and Lorimer is still to be 
disposed of. So much of the time of the New 
York State Assembly was given to investigating 
graft and ousting grafters that an extra session 
had to be called to transact necessary business. 
Illinois, Ohio and Mississippi have contributed to 
the scandals of the season and municipal rascal- 
ity has to assume large proportions before it 
passes beyond the point of local interest. But 
would the votes of women change things for the 
better? 

Solorado has votes for women and Guggenheim 
in the Senate. Utah has votes for women and 
Senator Smoot. Idaho and Wyoming permit 
women to vote, and yet have won no reputations 
as models of legislative or municipal propriety. 

If woman's suffrage would not only increase 
the number of votes, but would decrease the 
amount of corruption, oppression and rascality in 
government, it would be a boon for which we 
could well afford to exchange some of the advan- 
tages of the present social arrangement. But 
wil} it? 
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Senator Gallinger is endeavoring to have the 
ehip subsidy measure made the regular order of 
business {nm the Senate for a day in December 
shortly after Congress reassembles.

Incredible as it may 
appear, thé appropriations for the present session 
are $39,000,000 more than ever before. 
4. Investigate the relation of protection and 
privilege to the tariff and to the cost of living. 

5. Investigate the contributions of protection, 
privilege and plutocracy to presidential campaign 


funds. 

6. Investigate the sale of friar lands in the 
Philippines to the Sugar Trust. 

7. Investigate the whole administration of the 
Philippines and of Porto Rico. 

8. Investigate the colossal cost and waste of 
jingoism, militarism and imperialism, including 
contracts for battleships costing $18,000,000 each. 

9. Investigate -work done by the secret service 
under control of Roosevelt. 

10. Investigate the efforts of trusts and syndi- 
cates to obtain possession of mineral lands and 
water power sites by illicit means. 

The mandate for this investigation must be 
given, not by partisan vote, but by independents 
and Republicans, as well as by Democrats, in the 
interests of the republic.

THE FIRST BONANZA. 


First of the Big Bona: zas of Amer- 
ica to pour forth its treasures upon 
an insatiable world was Cerro de 
Potosi, writes John L. Cowan in the 
July Pacific Monthly. In 1545 an Ay- 
mara Indian, named Diego Hualco, 
was pasturing his herd of llamas 
upon the bleak side of one of the 
Bolivian cordilleras when’ he acci- 
dentally uprooted a small _ bush. 
Clinging to the root filaments were 
tiny globules of silver—surely, in 
the light of subsequent developments, 
the most amazing crop of tubers ever 
harvested. But little further search 
was sufficient to show that the whole 
mountain was inconceivably rich in 
the white metal, so that it was chris- 
tened the “Silver Mountain.” 

In the 300 years following that for- 
tuitous discovery, more than 5000 
mines and prospects were opened on 
Cerro de Potosi, and more than 2000 
shafts were driven, with tunnels that 
aggregated hundreds oi miles of 
length. Up to the present time, it is 
estimated that Potosi has added not 
far from $2,000,000,000 to the world’s 
stock in the precious metals. For 
three centuries its annual output av- 
eraged more than $5,000,000—~a total 
of $1,700,000,000 from 1544 to 1845. In

STORM ROBBED 
HONEYWELL OF 
THE LAHM CUP 


A mountain storm, encountered as 
the balloon Centennigl sailed over 
the foothills of the Cumberland 
range, was all that kept its occu- 
pants, H:. E. Honeywell and W. F. 
Assmann, from reaching the Atlanti 
seaboard and winning the Lahm Cup, 
Honeywell declared Wednesday. 

“We had enough ballast and food 
to trave] for another 24 hours,” said 
Honeywell to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, ‘‘and but for the storm we 
would have gone 800 miles from St. 
Louls, and won the Lahm Cup by 100

“I never saw péople so much agi- 
tated by the appearance of a balloon 
as those people weré.

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NEW RULING ON 


COMMERCE LAW 
MADE BY COURT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 22.—The Su- 


preme Court of Missouri, in the case of 


the-International Text Book Co. of Phil- 
adelphia against Charles R. Gillespie of 
St. Louis, held that this and other for- 
eign corporations engaged solely in in- 
terstate commerce are not subject to 
control by the Missouri statutes. 

Judge Woodson, who wrote the deci- 
sion declared those statutes of Missouri 
to be null and void which require all 
foreign corporations to file their arti- 
cles of incorporation with the Secretary 
of State, take out charters, establish 
offices and maintain agents upon whom 
legal service may be had, so far as 
they effect foreign concerns engaged in 
interstate commerce. 

Gillespie signed a contract to receive 
instruction by mail from this concern, 








but attempted to discontinue the tutor- 
ship while owing the company $61.20. 
He was.sued and beat the case in the 
Cireuit Court of St. Louis. The Circuit 
Court's judgment was that since the 
company had not complied with the 
faws of Missouri, it was not entitled to 
recover a judgment. The Supreme 
Court holds Gillespie to be liable for 
the amount upon proper judgment. 

The United States Supreme Court 
has held that correspondence schools 
and like corporations engaged in in- 
terstate commerce solely cannot be 
regulated by state laws. Judge 
Woodson’'s opinion followed this. 

In a concurring opinion Judge Val- 
liant said that he would have favored 
affirming the judgment of the lower 
court had it not been for the recent 
decision along the same line in the 
United States Supreme Court, while 
saying that he could not but ‘agree 
with the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court. 

He declared the imparting of instruc- 
tion by mail and the transmission of 
books, etc., to carry on the work .is 
not ‘‘commerce’’ within the meaning of 
the Constitution. ’ 

“Congress has never undertaken to 
enact a statute to regulate communica- 
tion of thought between the States, and 
that is all there is in this case as I 
understand it.’’

We looked up the acts of the 1897 Legis- 
lature, the Legislature that passed the 
boxing law, especially to accommodate 
Sam Stewart and let him bring the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons prize fight to Car. 
son. Here are the most important sec- 
tions of that law: 

“Section 1. Any male person over 
the age of 21 years may procure a li- 
ecense for an exhibition in a public 
place for any contest or exhibition with 
gloves between man and man, for a 
Wager or reward, and the weight of 
the gloves shall not be less than four 
ounces. 


“Section 2. The Sheriff of any county 
in which the exhibition named in section 
1 of this act is to be held shall issue 
@ license for such exhibition or contest 
upon payment to him of the sum of 
$1000."" 

Section 4 provides that both contest- 
@nts must be examined and passed upon 
by two reputable Nevada physicians 
10 hours before entering the ring. 

Bection 6 provides that no town, city 
or municipal corporation shall have 





power to prohibit, suppress or regulate 
any such glove exhibition or contest, 
or the license therefor, and that no such 
exhibition or contest shall take place 
on Sunday. 

There's the whole Nevada 
fighting. 

After reading this I looked up Attor- 
ney-General Stoddard. He, too, laughed, 
and said: “Why, of course, there can 
be no interference. The law says plain- 
ly that anyone over 21 can get a license 
to hold a fight for a purse or a wager, 
and that the Sheriff shall issue a license 
on demand. The Governor isn’t in- 
clined to interfere, and he is given no 
discretion in the matter under the law, 
He couldn’t interfere if he wanted to.”

bugbear that the anti-racing population , 


once fled to legislative relief. With the 
control of the situation in their hands 
they are not going to restore ths condl- 
tions they once overthrew. 
Ninety Days for St. Louis. 
HE proposal of the racing interests 
a is to divide the five months’ 
period between St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City in three month and two month 
ellotments, racing alternating monthly 
at the two cities. This will give St. 
Louis 90 days of racing for one year, 
and that is entirely too much to ask 
now, with any hope of getting. We of 
us who are fond of the game would like 
to see it regularly, but the country 
voters will never be induced to look 
upon a protracted racing meeting as 
other than a money-getting proposition. 
Twenty days in the spring and 20 days 
in the fall would prove racing enough 
for any city. 


England’s Secret of Success, 
ANY persons wonder how. it is 
MI that England has solved the rac- 
ing problem, and the United 
States is still corrugating its brow over 
the matter. ‘In England racing meets 
last days where in the United States 
they run for months. Every little ham- 
let has its two or three days of racing 
events. Thus no community is permitted 
to become “‘track sore,” and each affair 
is a sort of holiday for the inhabitants. 
The town of Doncaster owns its own 
race track, end the income from it is 
diverted to uses of public utility instead 
of private gain. 

When this country follows the exam- 
ple of England, racing will return. 
Cities of comparatively small size will 
then have their one-week meetings. The 
entire season’s calendar will be eked out 
with engagements for the owners, with- 
out saddling an incubus on the backs 
of the public. A community can well 
afford to pay for a week's holiday. But 
it can’t safely support a racing colony 
for 181 days, as St. Louis once attempt- 
ed to do.

It is reasonably sure that Nevada 
will take no steps to prevent the com- 
ing fight; but the turmoil sure to ac- 
company it will result doubtless fn the 
striking from the statute books of that 
State the law that permits “finish” 
contests.

With temperatures in the spring 
wheat section 15 to 20 degrees low- 
er than on Tuesday, and rain reported 
to dampen their ardor, the- bulls in 
wheat today threw over their lines 
in an effort to realize profits.
